Mrs. Charles Sevier reviewed the historical and fascinating 'book, "Night 
Riders of Reelfoot Lake," at the April meeting of the Mid-West Tennessee 
Genealogical Society. This book, written by Dr. Paul-.':V^nderwbod> and ; 
recently published, is"a result, of "years of researeh,:.-lnclTiding ; ^terview^ 
with some self -admitted night riders,' research ., of: court records';' old news- 
papers and the Tennessee- Archived Department. ■- 

Mrs. Sevier told of. the" i : orma,i±bn:6t/ttie lake'' ixx 18111 by' a ! -aerie is- of ; earth- 
quakes and the migration of settlers* or "squatters" to the region, who made 
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a living by fishing and considered it "their" land. Through haphazard land 
grants and much litigation the lake was finally -acquired by a Land Company, 
owned by several individuals, including several lawyers, who had formerly 
represented the natives. The natives were bewildered and felt double-crossed. 

The story is a classic example of the struggle of American pioneers to preserve 
their way of life and to retaliate against what they considered an injustice, ■ 
From April until October 1908, the territory around Reelf oot Lake -writhed in^ 
terror and violence as the masked riders attempted to focus attention on their 
predicament. As in most revolutionary movements it turned into blood, shed. 
Climaxing their acts of violence was the kidnapping of two of Tennessee »s most 
prominent lawyers and the murder of one of them. ^ 

The reviewer told of the trial of the riders, their acquittal in a reversed 
decision by the Supreme Court of Tennessee and finally of the purchase of the 
Land Conpany by the state. Mrs. Sevier concluded her review by saying, "the. 
book is a well documented reconstruction of the Reelfoot Lake, eqisode that 
vividly illustrates fundamental 'problems with which we yet struggle." .'

The following letter tells of the founding of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church in 
Jackson, Tennessee. It was written some 30 years after the event by the first 
minister of the organization. This letter was contributed by Col. James S. Cor- 
bitt - 118 Gardner Ave. - Martin, Tenn. 38237. Mrs. Corbitt is the great grand- 
daughter of its author, the Rev. George W. Mitchell.

Dear Sam: 



At your request I will furnish you, from recollection some facts about the organi- 
zation of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church in the City of Jackson, Term. 

In fall of 1871, I met Rev. Wm. Monroe Dunaway in the City of Nashville, Tenn. 
He was attending the Grand Lodge of Tenn, of the Masonic Fraternity. He had an 
interview with me in reference to taking charge of the interprize of building up up 
a C. P. Church in Jackson. At his request I agreed to make him a visit. The tin: 
was set, (perhaps it was in Dec. ) On that visit he and I entered into an agreement 
and early in Jan. 1872 (I do not remember the exact date I arrived there with my 
family. And went into a rented house on \ street. 

We had no organization nor church house* • Brother Dunaway had been appointed, 
(or requested, ) by West Tenn. Synod to do what he could to have a church estab- 
lished there. Our membership there was small. And aside from Dunaway, there 
were none possessed of much financial means. 

Through Brother Dunaways agency the little Brick house church on Street 

was erected, and was still unfinished. Bro. D and a few others, had become res- 
ponsible for the cost. 

Brother D.. Agreed to secure my salary. And the Synod had authorized him to 
canvass its congregations to raise funds to meet all these expenses, (more on this 
after awhile. ). An arrangement was made with the official members of the Christ 
ian Church, which was vacant; and we held our regular services in their church. 
until they got /// a pastor, or our house, was finished. 

Early in the Spring, we commenced holding services in our own house. It was in 
April, I think, we organized the church , dedicated the (house?), with, (I think) 
25 or 30 members, including myself, wife and four children. 

Bro. Cabiness, Jas. Anderson, Thos Anderson, • . 

were elected elders. . . and Wadley Deacons. 

I ordained these officers except Bro Cabiness who had previously been an elder. 

Brother Dunaway assisted in the dedication of the house, so also did Brother W. 
W, Estell, who was then Pastor of Mt. Tabor Church. 

I do not remember what part in this service was performed by each, except that I 
preached the dedication Sermon. 

Sam, I am sorry that my memory is somewhat confused in regard to some facts 
connected with the organization of the. 
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It seems to that we organized sometime before the dedication. That we commenced 
services in the little brick in Feby, and soon after that orgaized. 

I remember who were elected elders and deacons, if there were others besides 

those named. . 

If I were there to talk // with members Sister Stribling Bro Wadley Keith Sister 
Anders.on & perhaps others my memory would be refreshed. 

Bro. fm, E. Dunaway was then living in Nashville. I have not mentioned the fact 
that Brc. W, M. D. ! s ///health broke down in May, while at the General Assembl 
so that he could not canvass the Synod* In rasing funds to pay the debt of the 
Church, in building and my salary. 

1 sacrafisced about $500. 00 the year I spent in the service of that interprize. 

Surely it is -marvelous how that Church has struggled through so many disasters 
and has greatly prospered. 

."It is the Lord's doing, it is marvellous in our eyes" 

I close with undying interest for the welfare of yourself and family.

The Couple married in North Carolina and came to Carroll County, 
Tennessee, where four children were born: Samuel, Jim, Elizabeth, 
and Helen. Probably the highest elevation in Carroll County 
is a very tall hill near Atwood. This hill has always been 
known as Clark's Mountain because it belonged to Rev. Sam P. 
Clark before he moved to Milan, Tenn., and became one of 
Milan's first settlers. The First Baptist Church in Milan was 
built on land donated by Rev. Clark. His deed to the First 
Baptist Church specified that if for any reason this property 
or church lot ceased to be used by the Baptist Church, the 
land was to revert back to his heirs. In his will he stated that 
he and his wife were to be buried on the church lot, ; 

The following was submitted by Mrs* P. E. McGuyre, 1920 S. 107th St. West, 
Wichita, Kansas 67209. 

At Point Lookout in southern Maryland in St # Mary's County is a small, well 
kept park containing two monuments. These are the Point Lookout monuments 
honoring the graves of the Confederate soldiers who died in prison at Point 
Lookout during the Civil War. Mrs. McGuyre copied the following items from 
this monument when she visited it in May 1969 • 

After the Battle of Gettysburg, the Union established a prisoner of war 
camp here. Confederate soldiers and Maryland civilians were imprisoned with 
only tents for protection* The camp was in existence from March 1, 1864* to 
June 30, 1S65, and during this time between three and four thousand prisoners 
died. Inscribed around the base of the large monument are many names. The 
following were copied:

The first Chas, Barker's granddaughter, Nancy Barker, married Robert. 
Ferguson and -they gave the ground for "Hazelwood", where the early Disciples, 
of Christ in the Peacher Mill Community worshipped. Later this church was 
used as a Methodist church, but is no longer standing. 

Robert and Nancy Barker Ferguson? s son, Mr, Tom Ferguson, and his wife 
were devoted members of this church- and at the time of his death Mr.

Robert Ferguson ? s brothers, Elder Jesse and Elder John Ferguson, served 
this church soon after its organization, preaching here once each month,

Another granddaughter of the first Chas. Barker, Nancy Meriwether, . 
married one John Ferguson, and their son, Mr, Jim Ferguson and his family, 
attended the ClarksviUe church at one time, ,'/-.. 

Their daughter, Kitty Ferguson, married Peter Anderson, who with their, 
Virginia, Peter, and jimmie, were identified with this church and recorded 
in the register of the church in 1921. Mr. Anderson became an Elder in 
1922, and the entire family was active until they moved to another city. 

The first Chas. Barker's granddaughter, Mary Meriwether, married Hon. 
R. Wo Humphreys of this city, who with Mr. Ben Coulter, J.,E. Rice, and 
Dr. Bernard, carried the work of the church forward after the death of Rev, 
J. Eo Miles in 1871, according to "Picturesque ClarksviUe"," 

Mr. Humphreys was born April 14, 1824 and died May 25, 1878. His 
biographer, Major Gustavus Henry, says of him: "I have never met any man out-' 
side of the ministry who had read the Bible with more care, and whose mind 
was so full of Bibical illustrations. It was to him the book of books, as well 
as the book of life," In an old Sunday School record of 1889, his daughter, 
Miss Carrie Humphreys, is given as one of the teachers, and in 1893, according 
to another old Sunday School record, his grandchildren (and the great, great 
grandchildren of the first Chas, Barker) were in the Sunday School of this 
church. ... 

The Huirphreys home is now used as the Administration Building in the

If the student has the money to pay for the articles as 
he gets them, he can get them at any house in the village; where he. can do 
the best, and he can always do better than if he were to t?uy upon credit.
